President McKinitj" "nd members of 
the cabinet, together with "Ibe United 
States supreme court uid distinguished 
offlelalB at Wasblngtofa, will anlTO at 
PaterRon on a special train about noon 
on Saturday. They will be received 
at the railroad station by a delegation 
Of offlcials and cltUens of Paterson 
and other places In New Jersey. 

Many liulldliigs in tho city have been 
draped with black, and during the 
funeral on Saturday bUStaMl wlU be 
generally suspended. 

Sereral organieations with wh'.ch 
Vice President Hobart wa* connected 
passed appropriate resolutions regard- 
ing hli death. Durinc the day tele- 
graph messages frequently arrlred at 
Carroll Hall with' messages of eondol 
ence to Mrs. Hobart trom prominent 
persons in this and other countries. 

The body of the vice president will 
not Ue In sUte at the City hall, but 
the public will be afforded an oppor- 
tunity to view the remains at Carroll 
Hall, on Friday afternoon between 4 
and 6 o'clock. 

' The remains will be In a solid Gn 
gllsh quartered oak casket, with plain 
silver trimmings. The following In- 
scription will appear on a silver plate: 
"1884— Garret A. Hobart— 189»." 

Mrs. Hobart, who had been worn out 
by her long vigil at the bedside Of her 
late htiKband, the vice president, was 
feeling so much better that she was 
pble to AMlit Attomay Oaneral Ortgss 
her huaband'i taw partner, Albert A 
Wilcox an<r Prlrate iBecretary Evans 
In the preparations for the funeral of 
Mr. HoUart Saturday afternoon. The 
attorney general tnformM the family 
that President McKlaley wottld attend 
the funeral. 

Regnrdin.'^ Mr. Hobart's wealth, it is 
related that shortly after the election 
of 1896, In reply to questions by 
friends, he said that he could Dnly give 
a guess, that he was connected with a 
great many concerns and a director 
In over 60. If his stock could be dls- 
foaed of for wliat It was worth, he 
thought It would bring between $2,000 
000 and 13,000,000, while at a sacriflce 
sale, it would not amount to half that 
The life insurance policies on Vice 
President Hobart's life aggregated 
about I860.00O.

W^ ajlla, Nov. 22.— General Toung re- 
porU that Aguinaldo, with a party of 
200, including some women and a few 

carta, passed Aringay, on the coast, 
between San Fabian and San Fcr- 
aaado, on Friday, Nov. 17. The gen- 
eral adds that Agtiloaldo probably in- 
tended to strike inland through the 
Binqua niouut;.ins, towards Bayom- 
bong, in the province of Nueva Vls- 
caya. 

General Young, with cavalry and 
Macabebes, Is pursuing the Filipino 

leader, part of the Anu i it an force tak- 
ing the direction of San Fernando. In 
a fight with Aguinaldo's rear guard, 
at Arlngay, one Macabebe waa wound- 
ed, and the Insurgents retreated. Their 
loss is unknown. 

Generals Otis and Schwan think that 
within 24 hours we will control tho 
Manllla-Dagupan valley. The occupa- 
tion of this territory Is no more of a 
mechanical than a military problem. 
The railroad repairs will be rushed. 
New rails will be laid and the bridges 
raised. The railroad will be operated 
throughout in a short time. 

The general opinion hero Is that wo 
have gained a tremendous advantage 
over the Insurgents. Commercial men 
hope that the valley will be quickly 
and permanently garrisoned, and that 
agricultural Interests will be pro- 
tected. 

It is impoesible to say how larce a 

force Aguinaldo has been able to hold 
together, or whether, after the los s es 
of the railroad, people In the aorth Will . 
still support him. 

This whole movement has showa tha 
advantage of cavalry for expeditious 
operations in the Philippines. The 
fall campaign has been remarkably 
vigorous. It is believed here that 
Aguinaldo's retreat to the north In no 
way affects the confronting Insurgent 
force south of Manilla. The insurgents 
never intended to bold the alleged cap- 
ital at Tarlac ae a permanent capital, 
ns it was only slightly fortified. They 
alf-o claim that the railroad bridge was 
left intai:t, while nuich roiling stock 
was burned and destroyed, indicating 
that a rapid retreat was made several 
weeks back. 

It is also a fact that our circle of 
troops has b^n closed up so far with- 
out material resistance, except in the 
region of the escape to the north, near 
Wheaton's column. The captured eup- 
plies. too, havfi proved insignificant, 
compared with those that would be re- 
quired. Agulnaldo'e sdppoeed aratjr ia 
this valley was estlniated at from 10.- 
000 to 20,000 men. Their known large 
quantities of artillery are still aaaO" 
counted for.

Ciiii A(io Nov. 21.— The Standard Oil 
Company vesterday advanced the pj-ice 
of crude petroleum 2 cents in the Penn- 
sylvania field and 1 cent in the Lima field, 
making the quotation for the Pennsvl- 
vania product $1.58 per barrel and for 
Ohio $1 07. Tlie advance was the latest 
of a series extending over a period of 
three months, during which time the 
Standard has increased the price nearly 
40 cents a barrel. The present prices 
are the highest in four years. Througb- 
ont the oil fields it is believed higher 
figures will be reached. 

The editor of the Lexington Leader 
need no longer wonder what has caused 
the increase in the price of oil. The 
Standard Oil trust no doubt contributed 
heavily to the Republican campaign fund 
in Ohio this fall, and the gang ia now 
making tha people of the ooontry foot 
the bills. 



The: men who stuffed the ballot boxes 
in Philadelphia for the Republican ticket 
have been arraigned and held for the ac- 
tion of the grand jury. The question 
now is can the great Republican ma- 
chine of the Keystone State, Boas Quay, 
chief engineer, save them.
